There have been at the Alms-House, the past year, from twelve 
to twenty inmates. One has died, and six have left. The present 
number is thirteen.

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REPORT 


OF THE 


Superintending School Committee. 


et Be 


It is with pleasure your Committee presents the Annual Report re- 
quired by the laws of the State, a report in which every one must feel a 
deep interest, as it relates to a subject of such vital importance. 

In speaking of the Schools generally, your Committee judges that 
they have been conducted with their usual interest and prosperity ; with 
a commendable zeal on the part of all concerned. No school during the 
year has been broken up either by the inefficiency of the teacher, or by dis- 
reputable conduct of the scholars. One or two schools have suffered by 
sickness, otherwise the schools have been conducted with their usual suc- 
cess. That all the schools have met with the same success, is not pos- 
sible. 

Of Teachers—Or that all the teachers have been equally successful, 
or that all were equally as well qualified ; but very generally they have 
been earnestly devoted to their work. So varied are the circum tances 
under which the very best. of teachers are called to instruct, it is not 
deemed necessary to speak either of their merit or demerit in a report like 
this. While Cornish is under no necessity of going abroad for her teach- 
ers, it should be her pride to be called upon for many to instruct else- 
where; and a laudable ambition should burn in the bosom of many of 
her sons and daughters to excel in this department of -Tesponsibility 
and usefulness. 

Of School Books. There has been no change in books except in 
arithmetics. Your Committee found, on entering upon his duties, that 
several kinds were used in the schools, such as Greenleaf’s, Adams’s, 
Holbrook’s, Emerson’s, &c. He has recommended, instead of this great 
variety, Greenleaf’s series, which has been introduced to a considerable 
extent at about half of the usual cost of the books. Teachers should 


& 
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not take the responsibility of recommending Text Books. It should be 
left to those who are authorized by law. The frequent use of the Dic-~ 
tionary, which has been recommended from year to year, should be in- 
sisted upon by all who are interested in the cause of education. 

Of Districts. 'They should seek the very best qualified teachers, and 
no agent should employ one unless he has the most certain evidence that 
the person proposing to teach is in every respect thoroughly qualified. 
Low wages and poor teachers is the very worst policy which any dis- 
trict can pureue. A short school for our children to learn what they 
should, and as they should, is preferable to a long one where they will 
learn many things which the next term must correct, or our children 
receive such an education as will bring shame upon those who have 
been their educators. The price which a teacher demands for his or 

her services, is a small thing compared with the qualifications which are 
required. 

Among the many qualifications demanded, the first which the agent 
should look for, is ability to govern, without which there can be no suc- 
cess. And in this department of the school the district should deeply 
sympathize with the teacher, knowing how difficult a task he or she has 
to perform. If many of us find it difficult to have our children do as 
they should at home, what a difficult work is imposed upon the teacher 
who has such a variety of dispositions to deal with, trained ander differ- 
ent and dissimilar circumstances, and at the same time imfpart to them 
mental instruction! Agents should make extensive inquiries in regard 
to the qualifications of a teacher before they engage their services. 

Districts should also see that the rudiments of an English education 
are strictly attended to, among which are reading, writing, and spel- 
ling. 

These few practical hints, with the following Statistieal Table, your 
Committee submits as his report.
